We know that she has never 
ceased to mourn the losswof Axsace and 
Lorratne and that deep tn the heart of 
every Frenchman lies a desire to retrieve 
the disasters of the Franco-Prussian war 
and demonstrate to the Powers of Europe 
that France is not sa powerless as 
her enemies would fain bellava her to be.

But what does she intend to.do? That 
is a question that can only be answered 
by time.” She evidently sees trouble ahead, 
as Is indicated by the extensive naval pro- 
gramme announced by Reuter, The 
construction of one hundred and elght 
ships is an immerse naval programme for 
any One country to undertake and we shall 
await full details with Interest, Twenty- 
eight of the proposed ships are accounted 
for by the telegram and itis probable that 
the remainder will consist of torpedo boats, 
destroyers and special service vessels. 
France would never attempt to make 
such an extensive addition to her fleet 
unless she had some definite end in 
view and: the fact: that she has done so 
substantiates the statement of Lord Sauts- 
sugy'that the outlook is warlike and that 
we must be prepared. for all eventualities.
